7, 2009, Applicant submits the following summary. While allowability of the 
claims was not discussed, the undersigned indicated to the examiner that he 
believed that the amendment after filing a notice of appeal should be entered as it 
placed the claims in better condition for appeal and did not require further 
consideration or search. The Examiner indicated his disagreement and indicated 
that he would not enter the amendment. 

In response to the personal interview conducted between the undersigned 
and Ex. Swearingen on August 18, 2009, all of the independent claims were 
discussed as to their general meanings and the general disclosure of the 
specification.
